Early In tho evening the Kepubllcan march- 
Dg clubs to the number of 300 or more gath- 
ru tl at headquarters and headed by the Grand 
Army band proceeded to tho residence of Mr. 
W,|J. Qulnlan and escorted the distinguished 
penker, Dr. J. H. Gregory, to the court houac, 
here as already stated a line audience, iu- 
ludlrg many Democrats, awaited his coming. 


TIIK ADDRESS. 


After n selection by tho band, J. It. Jlossor 
allotl tho meeting to order and stated that 
tiring: the campaign tho political issues had 
een discussed in our city by lawyers, doctors, 
atoBinen and soldiers, and now we were to 
two an address by a scholar—Dr. J. M. Grog- 
ry, formerly regent of tho.Champalgn Uni- 
orsity, but now a member of tho United 
tales Civil Service Commission, who was then 
resoutod. 
Dr. Gregory was greeted with warm applause 
s he took the stand, and during- bis sensible 
nd scholarly speech, which wie nearly two 
otira In length, ho retained tho close attention 
t his hearers, for In ford bio and clear lan- 
tiago ho presented a few of tho more Impor- 
int reasons why tho Kepubllcan party should 
o kept la power and the Democratic party 
ept from tho high places. The Doctor began 
y stating that ho desired to speak seriously 
s a uoiffhboraud citizen, not as a partlsan,and 
with a few preliminary remarks In which he 
rlctly outlined tho attlluuoot tho contending 
artlus, ho stated thttt In tho beginning of this 
ory Important campaign It was George \V. 
urtia who declared that there was no politi- 
nl issue between (lie two parties—only per- 
jnal Issues. This statement, cominpr Ironi 


lips uf so great a scholar UB Curtis, "whoso 


amo was once revered its It never again will 
c, caused tho greatest surprise Imaginable to 
he speaker. The Issues of a political cam- 


ii lire not made- up by conventions, and

We know 
ho history of the parties. Wo know iho Ite- 
ubllcan party; wliat it has done; what ills 
oing, anil what It will do.

nd they are so numerous that they cannot bo 
iBuxmaeil In one evening- They have recently 
c<jn presented forcibly by Mr. Hlalne hi his 
peoelios to tho people.

THE CIVIL SKItVIUE. 


In discussing thia question, Dr. Gregory 
tntod that In 1K5! in bis Inaugural uddieas, 
Vndrew Jackson had one short paragraph in 
is message which declared that Iu tho dcpart- 
icut ollicos there should be "icform." That 
oclaiation created a sensation, but bofoie 
uik that day Ihc full mcanmpr of the dcclarn- 
lon was understood la Washington. It mount 
hut there should bo a change Iu the olorkshlus 
n tho departments, or "lhat to the \ fetors bo- 
ong the spoils," using the language of Marey, 
— nil for partisan purposes. Tho suggestion 
Miscarried out, and in one year thcro weio 
:,UUO removals, to gho places to those who 
ixiilod In tho triumph of tho reigning party. It 
a but fair to state that since Jackson's time 
lie "spoils eystem" has prevailed to a greater 
>r less extent until two years ago, when tho 
Jlvll Scrvlue bill was passed by tho aid of a 
ew Democratic votes, and it became a law on 
ho statute books when President Arthur slgu- 
irt tho bill. Here tho Doctor lead an extract 
from Mr. Ulnlue's speech In Brooklynln which 
ho endorsed the bill nnd gave full assurance 
f tals support in Us operations, thus pledging 
ho Kepubllcnn party to sustain it, and do 
iwtiy with Iho vicious practices inaugurated 
by the Democrats. Think of 110,000 official ap- 
)0lntmonts in the hands of a political party 
viBhing to reward its servants throughout the 
country. The Hepubilcan party has wrought 
a change In tho system, and the law will stand 
as It Is to-day. Tho law In its operation ox- 
tends to nil the depm (merits of the government. 
In place of recommendations to places we re- 
iiuiro and give examinations—an examination 
as to qualifications Is tho test. Wlthla a year 
lliu commission has examined 8,000 to 10,000 
applicants for appointment to office. Each 
applicant stands on his or her own merits. 
Tho numo disappears entirely from tho papers 
and no one in tho different departments at 
Washington knows tho author of tho paper 
presented or from what state It comes. All 
they Know aro the papers, and these aro criti- 
cally cxamiuod and compared. It la a thor- 
ough test, and tho methods employed In 
conducting tho examinations are Impartial, 
no question being asked as to polities or relig- 
ion. 
What the comiulsBlon wants and will 


have Is good servants for tlio government— 
not "to the victors belong the spoils." (Cheers.) 
The names of those passing examinations nro 
kept on separate books lor oaeh state, and 
when a vacancy occurs it is tilled by reference 
to tho books, giving each state Us proper pro- 
portion—all evenly 
divided, and uobody'8 


whim or wish is considered. Tho commission 
In this way has restored non-partisanship, and 
tho credit belongs to tho Hcpublienn party—a 
party that hud tho magnanimity to disrobe It- 
self of tho power to rule tho departments. 
(Cheers.) 


THE TARIFF. 


Dr. Oi cgory stated that he had made the tariff 


question a careful sludy ever since ho became 
a teacher. He had been on ail sides of tho 
question; had been a protectionist as a Whig, 
and In evory college he had been taught free 
trade. Then as a teacher ho studied the ques- 
tion thoroughly, nnd ho was forced to become 
a protectionist. Thoro Is no need to tell the 
difference between free trade nnd protection, 
and there Is no need to toll that tho Republican 
party stands boldly committed to the protec- 
tion of American industries and wages, whilo" 
tho Democrats were not outspoken on this Im 
portant matter. It is doubttul if Mr. c'le^- 
liuid knows where ho hlmsolt stands on the 
question. A Nation without factories or In- 
duHtrlea needs no protection. Hero Is an In- 
1 ant nation, struggling i'tr growth and mfiu- 
rtici1, and yonder is England with monster 
uilllHiiinl faotoiles, with warehouses full of 
jfoods and Idle workmen. England needs no 
protection; sho la beyond that stage. What 
she wanlH is n market. 
What would bc- 


couie of the Infant 
nation without pro- 


tect louV 
England Is independent, exprpt 


as to a market for her wares. Her c«r- 
Ital Is li am d Ht 11 per cent, aud she has all the 
IKUUII rttahp wantsiit staivatlon wages. She 
nwds no protection. Sho preaches tree trade 
in text books. Why? lleoause she wants a 
marKot. We should look after our own inter- 
est and protect our Industries, else our facto- 
ries will be closed and our material prosperity 
Impaired. The Doctor hastily directed atten- 
tion to tho overcrowded population of London 
nnd other cities of the old country, particular- 
ly London with its millions of people, and he 
showed that many of the European nations are 
struggling for a market for goods. To-day 
Euglated ig fighting for a market In the Soudan 
and South Africa, and France Is doing the same 
thing in China. Nations no longer fight for 
territory; what they struggle for Is a market 
England must starve unless she gets a market. 
The speaker stated that, the various world's 
expositions that have been given on both aides 
of the Atlantic were battlefields of industry- 
nothing more—efforts to secure trade. To-day 
England stands looking on at the struggle of 
tho contending parties in America, hoping 
that Cleveland and free trade will succeed, 
and she will turn away gloomy and despond- 
ent If Blaine and Republican protection aha] I 
triumph. (Cheers) Republican or Democrat, 
shall America have Its own market? Let your 
vote answer. 


Here Dr. Gregory paused to pay a tribute to 


President Arthur, who was a classmate of the 
speaker In college. He well said that Arthur 
hod been a grand president, which declaration 
wasapplauced. Dr. Gregory bad thoroughly 
Jnvestlgntet' the charges against Blaine, and 
be laid tie did not believe that he had been 
guilty of one single act or dlrelectlon of duty 
in all hi* public career. In eloquent words tbe 
Doctor itated that he would take pride In vor 


-g for Junes O. Blaine, tbe foremost man 


nd statesman of bis country, a man who will 
give all of his great brain to the broadest in- 
terests of the people of this grand nation. 


THE SOLID SOUTH. 


The Doctor has lately visited all of the south- 


ern states except Florida, and baa been several 
weeks In each state, mingling with bis kins- 
men in that quarter of tho country and talking 
with the people. In giving tbe sentiments and 
feelings of the people he did not d« BO Joyout- 
ly, for It pained him to relate the facts. He 
spoke from personal knowledge and observa- 
tion, and was compelled to state that the peo- 
ple of the south to-day occupy the same posi- 
tion toward the north that they have alnce and 
before 1860. They aro opposed solidly to North- 
ern opinions. What does it mean, that all of 
tho southern' states come up solidly against 
the north? Are there no questions to 
divide them, and are they so keen and clear 
on all matters that they need no debate? Or 
have they other fish to fry? Have they no dif- 
ference of opinion on currency and other 
questions i 
1 The solid south to-night Is nothing 


but tho Southern Confederacy. It means that 
and nothing more. They say to-day they are 
afraid of negro supremacy and negro equality. 
In conversation with a loading citizen at Co- 
lumbia, S. C., recently, he remarked: "We 
can't altord to lot the negroes rule, and there- 
fore we stand united on tho question of keep" 
Ing down tho negro." Yes, and they are doing 
It by resorting to the tissue ballot, tbe shot- 
gun and Intimidation. Tbo soiuh is not demo" 
cratio. It Is in affiliation withlho democracy 
because It can use It. Tho south is for itself. 
They don't vote against the Kopubllcan ticket 
because wo aro for the Union and for protec- 
tion, but they do It because they say wo are 
"tho nigger party." They aro to-day working 
and planning lor SouUtern supremacy. They 
want power. Tho Democrats of the north al- 
ways claim 153 electoral votes as certain when 
they begin to count. There 1s never any ques- 
tion about tho 163 votes, and yet we all know 
that tho Democratic party is a Boutbcrn kite 
with a northern tali. Tho party always selects 
northern men for candidates. Tho south does 
not caro tor that; any way to win and they aro 
satisfied, and when they once get Into power 
with their 103 electoral votes they will demand 
and obtain control of public affairs. It was at 
Washington that Gon. Blrney Inquired of a 
South Carolinian: "What good would it do the 
south to succeed with Cleveland for president? 
He will be pledged to enlorce the laws." The 
answer of tho southerner was: "We'll teach 
Mm quicker than lightnina wlmetected htm." The 
south wants southern supremacy, and tho 
question for us to eousider is: After Tuesday 
next will tho management of tho country be 
with I he South or with tho North that defend- 
ed tho nation? Think ol this when you vote. 
In the senate of tho United States and lo con- 
gress aiu many of the old rebel brigadiers who 
aided secession and aro responsible for the 
loss of tho millions of dollars and millions of 
IHcs. Soino may say that If Cleveland is elect- 
ed ho will have backbone. The Doctor didn't 
care if hia backbone was made of steel he 
could not withstand the pressure of tbe 153 
voios, and Cleveland would have to bend or 
come over to the Republican party for sup- 
port. (Cheers) 
Mr. Blaiue has said that there is a young 
south. There Is. Tho speaker had Been It and 
had talked to the young men, but they are not 
yet strong enough. In boimlt of the young 
south tho Doctor exhorted tho youug men of 
tho north to vote the Republican ticket on 
Tuesday, lor tho triumph of tbe Democratic 
party will put »ho Southern Confederacy in 
the saddle. 
Tho speaker hero referred to the worn out 
cry of corruption, and showed, mentioning 
names of the different presidents and their 
cabinet members, lhat there is no foundation 
lor the charges. Has tho Republican party 
corrupted the people in tho past 23 years? And 
if It has, will It make us clean, pure In heart, 
and sweet in character, by voting the Demo- 
cratic ticket? (Laughter and applause.) Un- 
der JackKou tho loss of public monies was 
J,", to every J1,UOO collected, and under Arthur 
to-day the loss Is leas than one-tenth of a cent 
lor every $1,000 collected. That tells the story 
of corruption. (Applause.) 
In conclusion, Dr. Gregory said that this 
country stands boloro tho world as the best, 
grandest and irecst on tho face of tho globe, 
and in bcautltul words ho pictured Us grand 
future. Wo see before us the grand Kepubll-

Facts About the Dawson Mlno. 


EDITOBS REPUBLICAN:— We the com- 


mittee representing the striking min- 
ers of Dawson, Illinois, our attention hav- 
ing been called to a telegram signed by 
F. F. Mowitt, superintendent of mines at 
DQWBOD, 111., stating that our appeal, 
which appeared in the columns of the 
Deoatnr Eerald, is a falsehood in every 
particular, in not so. We have been sent 
here to solicit aid from our fellowmen of 
Deoatur, and now take this opportunity 
of thanking the public of Decatur for their 
generous and timely aid. We collected 
among the citizens of Decatur yesterday 
$52.60, and amongst the most generous of 
the contributors were Capt. Lytle, of the 
Republican county committee, who gave 
us $5; Mr. James Veale, Mr. John Finn, 
Mr. Henry Lyons, Mr. Brenneman, Dela- 
hunty &| Finn, and Mr. Kinkaid. The 
above-named gentlemen having BO liber- 
ally and generously aided us, we beg leave 
to commend them in their various busi- 
ness as worthy the special attention of 
every workingman. And now a few re- 
marks in reference to the cause of our 
dispute with the operators at Dawson, 
the district having made a demand for 
seven-eighth inch screen 9 feet long 5 ft. G 
inch wide, and at the same time giving the 
company two weeks time to comply with 
our demands, the former size of the screen 
being 14 feet 6 inch long, 1 inch '(J be- 
tween the bars, 4 feet 8 inch wide. Under 
such a system as this the operators were 
taking one-fourth of our labor daily. Un- 
der such circumstances as this we were 
obliged to take action, the company in 
the meantime having taken 5 feet off the 
former length of the icreen, still keeping 
l}jj inch between the bars, we made the 
following proposition: That we were 
ready to commence work, providing he, 
the superintendent, would allow us all to 
go back in a body as we had come out. 
This he refused, stating that each and 
every one would have to go separately 
and ssk to be taken back. Knowing the 
impracticability of such a course, we de- 
clined, knowing that many of us would 
not bo again employed and would be 
picked out and discharged as the miners 
at Jimtown were by Jess, the superin- 
tendent at the above-named place. In 
placing this, our grievances, before the 
public of Decatur, we feel that we are 
putting it before a just and impartial and 
no doubt generous people, as their action 
of yesterday goes to show. As to the 
passage in reference to the weigh-maater, 
we beg leave to state that it has been a 
mistake, and we are sorry that it happen- 
ed or appeared. If the operators would 
recall all their misrepresentations and in- 
justices towarda us as cheerfully as we do 
there would not be much cause for dis- 
pute and everything would be settled 
amicably and to the interests of all con- 
cerned.
